"The military identification documents for officers are issued hy the MFA/02 
Ministries, respectively, depending on the type of unit to which an officer 
belongs. This document must he produced to prove identity in the following 
circumstances :

fa) When a military f >»crol of the Comendulrea Pietai (Military Police) 

demands identification. The chief of the patrol muBt, however, have 
a rank higher than or equal to the rank of the officer challenged. 
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When a military patrol under the command of an officer of 
inferior rank (to the officer challenged) demands identifica- 
tion and has in Its possession a special permit issued bv 
the Military Police Headquarters entitling the chief of 
the patrol to carry on such duties and specifying the tor 
rank of officer whom his patrol may challenge. 

When on officer enters a military unit and /nr a military 
barrack or institution he must produce hi a military 
Identification document to the duty officer of the unit, 
or, in the absence cf the duty officer, to the commander 
of the guard. 

4. "To prove identity to civilian authorities (or. trains* in a bank, etc,) army- 
officers carry the normal civilian identification card called Buletin de 
Pcpulatie . 

5- H Non- commissioned officers ( reangajati ) carry military identification documents 

similar to those carried by officers. The same identification regulations 
apply. 

6. The officer candidates at the various military schools carry military identifica- 
tion documents which are issued by their respective schools and countersigned by 
the commander in chief of the garrison headquarters of the military region in which 
the military school is located. Officer candidates must identify themselves to 
any patrol of the Comenduirea Plctel , no matter what the rank covered by the chief 
cf the patrol, 

7« "Conscripts ( pjrtaal in ternen ) carry military identification documents which are 
issued by one uni to to which thoy belong, signed by the commanding officer of the 
respective unit and countersigned by the commanding officer of the gftrri 3 on 
headquarters of the military region to which the unit belongs. Conscripts must 
identify themselves to any military patrol of the Comenduirea Pie tel „ They 
Identify themse}.voe to civilian authorities in the same way as officers - by the 
Buletin de Fopulatle. 

8. "According to regulations, members of the Militia and of the Securitatca are not 
entitled to despand Identification of military personnel of the MPA Ministry. 

Should such identification be neceooarv, it must be done in collaboration with MFA 
military personnel, le with the Military P,iice. These regulations are abused. 

I knev of nnny instances viicn the Ct curl to tec. has challenged the iicstit"* c* end 
oven arrested MFA military personnel without legitimate right. This creates 
^ V discontent throughout tae MFA. Obviously there are many MFA military personnel 
who, as members of the CP, consider themselves reliable Conmunlata in good 
standing. They feel they should have the same privileges as the Soviet military 
personnel. 

9. M Ao stated above, military documents for soldier© are issued to all soldiers and 

znust be in their possession at any time, with the following exception : the 
military documents of soldiers who are performing their military service in 
frontier zones are kept in the possession of the respective units (pluton)to 
which the soldiers directly belong.
